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Teachers Announce 
Contract Terms 


Twelve-month contracts on & scale pro- 


jected from the latest board of education 
offer would be acceptable to the School 
Dist. 59 Teachers Council, it was an- 
nounced Saturday. 


Harlan Michels. chairman of the teach- 


ers bargaining team, said that if the dis- 
trict were to make 12-month contracts 
available with a beginning salary at $8,- 
200. and left the option of a 10-month con- 
tract at $6.900, the proposal would be ac- 
ceptable to teachers. 


Teachers currently work under 10-month 


contracts on a scale that begins at $6,300. 
The board of education was willing to in- 
crease that base to $6.900, an offer unac- 
ceptable to the teachers. 


But if teachers were hired for a full 12 


months, and were paid on the same scale 
projected to include the additional sum- 
mer months, the base salary would be 
close to $8.200. 


MICHELS MADE the statement at a 


press 
conference Saturday 
afternoon, 


which was called to announce the start of 
a campaign to win residents into teachers' 
camps on two primary issues: class size 
and salary. 


In discussing the prospects of 12-month 


contracts, Michels told a Herald reporter 
that the option of a 10-month contract on a 
$6,900 scale should be left open for those 
teachers desiring 
to attend summer 


courses in colleges and universities. 


At the same time, he agreed, those elec- 


ting a 12-month contract could be put to 
w o r k by the d i s t r i c t in either 
school or between-term planning and prep- 
aration in curriculum areas 


SEVERAL TEACHERS in attendance 


quickly agreed to the idea, and said they 
would be willing to sign 12-month con- 
tracts if the proposed scale were to be 
projected 


The district currently has a "career 


contract," which Michels discounted as 
not offering enough money. 


One teacher commented, "Do you know 


how hard it is to find a job for two 
months? Sure I'd sign a 12-month con- 
tract." 


In a press release, the Teachers Council 


made pointed reference to an Illinois Edu- 
cation Association study that showed pri- 
vate industry jobs beginning at $7,464 and 
ranging as high as $9,168. 


The release complained that teachers 


salaries, under the proposed contract, 
would be $6,900 for comparable experience 
and educational background. 


The difference is that the private in- 


dustry jobs are 12-month salary schedules, 
while the Dist. 59 offering is a 10-month 
program. When the difference in time is 
balanced out, teachers would be able to 
match most private industry jobs in sala- 
ry.

Fear Crisis 
When Water 
Goes Down 


Elk Grove Village administrative offi- 


cials had fears of real crisis, but a sudden 
drop in water pressure Friday afternoon 
turned out to be the result of two unre- 
lated, but coincidentally timed events. 


When water pressure dropped to nearly 


zero in mid-afternoon, initial fears were 
that a 12-inch main had broken some- 
where But a rapid survey of the system 
found no leaks. 


Concurrently, a check of wells led to the 


discovery that one of the village pumping 
stations at Biesterfield and Wellington, 
had somehow been changed from auto- 
matic to manual operation and had shut 
down 


According to Village Mgr. Charles Will- 


is, the problem may have been com- 
pounded with a sudden burst of heavy wa- 
ter use in the industrial park. 


WILLIS SAID he believed the change at 


the well site may have been caused by a 
temporary fluctuation in electrical power, 
which will have the effect of cutting auto-

A break in a major water main could 


have been a real crisis over the weekend, 
he said, recalling an incident several 
years ago when a 12-inch main broke 
directly under Salt Creek.

Stansky explained. 


Is this one of the board's "non-nego- 


tiable" items? 


"Well, I'm not a member of the budget 


committee," Stansky said, "but how can 
we negotiate classrooms we don't have?" 


The board member declined further 


comment on the status of negotiations and 
prospects for settlement of next year's 
contracts for nearly 450 district teachers 
"until I have a chance to talk with the 
budget committee."

2 Teachers File Suit 


CHARLES STANSKY on contracts for 
Dist. 59 teachers: 12 months at «n $8,- 
200 base is a good idea, but maybe 
Impractical. 


Harper Junior College's two dissident 


teachers filed suit yesterday against the 
college in U.S. District Court, charging de- 
famation and violation of their civil rights. 


The suit was filed by the law firm of 


Wexler, Kane and Rosenzweig for former 
Harper teachers Edward M. Kalish of 
Mount Prospect and Betty Enbysk of 
Schaumburg. 


Ellis Rosenzweig said the 18-page com- 


plaint wraps into one package the major 
charges the two teachers cited earlier in 
their letter giving notice of intent to file 
suit. It charges, he said, that: 
—College officials "interfered with Kalish 
and Dr. Enbysk's rights of free speech." 


—College officials "interfered with their 


rights of contract." 


—"Defamatory statements were made" 


about the two by Harper Pres. Robert 
Lahti and Board Chairman Richard L. 
Johnson. 


THE NEXT MOVE will be up to the 


college board and its attorney, Frank 
Hines of Elk Grove Village. Hines de- 
clined to comment on what that move will 
be. 


"I'd rather wait until I see the com- 


plaint and have a chance to study the 
matter," he told the Herald. "When I feel 
it is proper for me to make a statement, I 
will." 


The suit is the latest step in Kalish and 


Dr. Enbysk's attempts to counter the col- 
lege's decision not to rehire them next 
year. 


After the two were notified in mid-De- 


cember that their contracts would be pick- 
ed up next year, Kalish charged that the 
decision was based on the fact that they 
had exercised their rights of academic 
freedom to comment on matters affecting 
the college. The complaint was made to 
the Harper Faculty Senate, in which both 
teachers were active. 


A Faculty Senate committee appointed 


to investigate Kalish's complaint was as- 


sured by college officials that academic 
freedom was not a factor in the decision 
not to rehire the two. 


College officials did not give the other 


reasons for their move, citing Harper pol- 
icy that says nontenured faculty have no 
right of renewal of their contract and that 
no reason need be given for a decision not 
to rehire them. 


COLLEGE TRUSTEES, who reviewed 


the administration's decision in a three- 
hour closed session before backingt he 
step, said they were satisfied that the de- 
cision was correct and that academic free- 
dom was not a factor. 


Last month the teachers' attorneys for- 


mally asked the college to hold a public 
hearing on the matter and make their rea- 
sons known at that time. 


"Since they refused to grant us a public 


hearing, the only way we can get justice 
for Betty and Ed is to go to court," Rose- 
enzweig said in announcing that the suit 
had been filed. 


He's Been Stung, But Still Loves Honey 


Phil May, owner of one of the largest 


commercial beehives in the state, gets 
stung 10 times a day with no ill effect. But 
he cautions other residents to treat bees in 


their gardens with respect, particularly 
after a siege of rain. 


The operator of 1,200 beehives through- 


out the suburbs which supply honey to 


Pressure Put on Graham 


Homeowners in the Prospect Heights 


area are putting pressure on State Sen.

stands, May recommends the "keep calm 
and walk away" method of dealing with 
bees. His wife, sensitive to the venom, 
lands in the hospital with each sting and 
May says many other individuals may suf- 
fer the same way. 


Bees do die after they sting, but since 


a bee born during the summer has a life 
span of only three weeks, this may not be 
much of a deterrent. May stresses that 
the first order of business is to remove the 
"stinger." 


May, 
a serious man in love with his 


work, began working with bees in his 
teens when he assisted his father with the 
hives. After 20 years he still "can't wait to 
get to the bees each spring." 


GEORGE MAY & Son Honey Farms has 


its 
headquarters 
in May's Arlington 


Heights home. He considers himself "a 
farmer who happens to live in a residen- 
tial area" and spends six months of the 
year visiting the hives scattered in 45 lo- 
cations. 


The red-haired beekeeper takes only 


"extra" honey from each hive for process 
and sale. Of each 900 pounds, the bees 
keep 800 for themselves and their young. 


The insects work constantly during the 


season bringing honey to the hives. "After 
three weeks, making 12 trips a day, their 
wings are torn and frayed and they are 
exhausted. But they are so happy when 
they work that they hum," May said. 


When the bees fill the basic hives at 


each location, May adds trays for the sur- 
plus honey. In its original state from dan- 


delions and clover, honey is watery. The 
bees "cure" it by fanning the substance 
with their wings. They then s»el the com- 
pleted tray with wax. 


May brings these to his plant in Ma- 


rengo where the wax is removed and the 
honey extracted, heated and bottled. The 
beeswax is later sold to cosmetics firms. 


HE EMPHASIZES that the bees are 


smart. "They learn to go miles from the 
hive in all directions by circling the area 
gradually until their sense of direction is 
defined." They also "dance" to show the 
others where nectar can be found. 


The queen bee usually lives for three 


years, but May just purchased 300 of them 
to make up for losses and to start new

ever tried to circumvent the insects and 
extract the honey directly Irom flowers, 
he emphatically says "no/'

Doubts Questionnaire 


The results of a questionnaire sent to 


tiisl. 59 teachers by the Forest View Par- 
ents Study Committee have been deflated 
by an administration evaluation, 


A monograph by Robert Brower, assist- 


ant superintendent of the district, titled 
"An Assessment of the Forest View Par- 
ent Questionnaire/1 casts doubts on the 
validity of the questionnaire. The report 
was submitted last night to the DisL 59 
board of education, 


The series of questions was sent to all 


Dist 59 teachers by the Forest View 
parents in an attempt to seek teacher re- 
action to the use of curriculum coordina- 
tors within the district. 


The results of the questionnaire have 


been used by the parents* committee to 
fortify arguments that the school district 
is in trouble through misuse of adminis- 
trative personnel 


BUT THE RESULTS may not be valid 


at all, Brower's assessment seems to say. 


The assistant superintendent says of the 


parents1 
questionnaire, 
"Unfortunately 


there are some biases in the Forest View 
parent survey which need to be under- 
stood. Examining these biases will assist 
in the use of the data and to provide di- 
rection lor the district, , /' 


Brower then explains that the questions 


submitted to district teachers were based 
on a basic misunderstanding of the area 
specialists and their services to classroom 
teachers, 


The parent survey also misunderstands 


the use of the word "curriculum" accord- 
ing to Brower, which casts a shadow over 
many of the remaining points of the ques- 
tionnaire, 


Further, he says in the report, the lack 


of identification of respondents to 
the 


questionnaire is a handicap to the inter- 
pretation of the results, Brower says the 
names of the teachers are not important, 
but their grade level is important to the 
survey and it is not included in the data. 


"IT IS NOT correct to assume that 


teachers are a monolithic group/1 Brower 
writes, , . * Of the 237 teachers who re- 
sponded, it cannot be determined whether 
J50 are junior high teachers who teach 
specific subjects, or whether the 237 are 
grade level teachers, 


",. .This fact also makes a difference in 


the way in which teachers would respond 
to the questionnaire." 


Brower also questions the effect the 


questionnaire had on teachers who re- 
ceived it through the mail. He writes that 
a statement from the authors of the ques- 
tionnaire claiming that the survey is being 
taken with the knowledge of the adminis- 
tration throws an atuomatic bias into the 
results. 


Brower also says that a statement of the 


purpose of the Forest View Parents' Study 
Committee biases the receiver of the ques- 
tionnaire In such a way "that a group who 
has strong opinions and surveys the public 
about Its opinion, will bring fourth data 


which supports its opinion.*' 


"Market analysers, political

researchers/* 
Brower 


warns/' recognize this influence of Was 
and provide rigorous controls which pro- 
tect them from their own attitudes when 
gathering information." 


The tone of Brower's assessment of the 


parents' questionnaire implies that no 
such controls were exercised by the par- 
ents1 committee. 


BROWER THEN analyses the questions 


posed by the parents to the district 
teachers, As a coup d'grace of the par- 
ents' survey, it casts doubt on each of sev- 
en Questions posed of the teachers. 


Brower calls the questions "confusing," 


with a "hazy interpretation of the word 
'service1/' 


After dismissing the questions of the 


survey, Brower says this of question sev- 
en, which reads, "Would you recommend 
a reduction in curriculum department ser* 
vices in order Co increase the number of 
certified classroom teachers per build* 
ing?" 


"This question is outside the realm of 


objective data gathering. Such a question 
is a leading one and solicits a guided re- 
sponse/* 


And in summary, Brower says that the 


survey really shows the limited knowledge 
of the district by the parents. "One piece 
of information which has been exposed 
thus far indicates that few people in the 
district know what the services of the spe- 
cialists are. It is clear that these services 
should be explained and interpreted to 
teachers and parents,. /*

There*s an old slory thai bears repeat- 


ing every so often. 


It's shout a man — the father of four 


children — who lived in a ghetto area of 
one of America's big cities.

It can be used now, I thmk> to illustrate 


a slightly different problem that has de- 
veloped in Palatine Township. 


Last week, a number oE Palatine Town- 


ship residents attended a Palatine village 
board meeting to protest the possible de- 
velopment of a farm for adolescent boys 
in the township. 


The objectors raised a number of points 


and issues which they were certainly justi- 
fied in doing, considering the threat they 
thought this proposed farm to be. 


They moved to the suburbs to get away 


from the problems of the city. Why should 
they have to put with them again? 


THE SUBURBANITE is part of a new 


breed which, because of its youth, has not 
yet been fully analyzed. 


However, one trait of the breed that ha* 


already made itself evident is the desire 
to leave the problems of the past behind. 
That's why suburbanites move from the 
city, not just to Palatine Township, but to 
every other suburban community in the 
nation. 


And that trait is the reason there always 


will be objections to proposals such as the 
adolescent boys' farm, to federal poverty 
pix>gramst to open housing and to any* 
thing else that hints of the problems of the 
cities. 


You can run from the city to the sub- 


urbs, but those problems and woes that 
were left behind will eventually catch you 
They need solutions, not ignoring. 


Man With A Rare Measure

I once know a Mike Ilamnw-rvpe of 


man who worked m an Alabama news- 
room, E-lr had rugged, hard features, and 
a thousand deeply-cut entrenchments had 
made their way too soon into his face. He 
didn't have mut?h to >sayT but when he 
spoke his voice was soft and his words 
pregnant with enough meaning to make 
even a youth not yet 24 listen, and feel 
lucky to have the adjoining desk. 


He used to write a column for that par- 


ticular newspaper, and his sentences were 
gentle and touching and true, and people 
read his xrork and some even clipped the 
columns out and pinned them up on office 
walls. A few others kept them in the 
backs of old photograph albums and, m 
later years when things were not so good 
and men, one had learned, were more 
proficient at lying, pulled the columns out 
again. 


He was the only true journalist I've ever 


known, and there was a private streak of 
patriotism in him that only revealed itself 
in what he wrote — and then it was done 
cleverly and unobtrusively. He detested 
public patriotism spouted by so-caJled co- 
medians and Mradio personalities/1 


FOR EVEN ALABAMA back then had 


its Howard Millers. 


I once heard him threaten to throw a 


woman through the front door ot the news- 
room one day because she had made a 
snide remark about a personal problem he 
had, yet when a condemned murderer 
asked him to attend the execution, the 
journalist complied, and from that day on 
did what he could to show that capital 
punishment is only legal revenge. 


He wat> that type ol man, Impatient 


with gossips and little minds (for, unfortu- 
nately, even newsrooms are not spared 
that fungus), but moved deeply because a 
man had to die, And everyone, even the 
one who was placed into Alabama's yellow 
electric chair, knew he had to die. For 
that's the way things are. 


A lot of years hove gone down the drain 


since our paths crossed. But I opened the 
mall one day and ofund a letter from him. 


There uere the usual personal things, of 


interest to no one else, but toward the end 
of the letter he had scrawledh "Enjoy life* 
no matter what/* 


I'VE NEVGJl HEARD from him again 


and my letters go unanswered and I feel 
that maybe his problem has again caught 
up uith him. Hell beat it dosvn, though 
He always has and I think III know about 
it when it happens.

ns that ''Enjoy life" that's the rub. 


At least he could have asked for some- 


thing easier.

day nights of each month, These sessions 
may cover hose drills, rescue operations, 
or equipment maintenance. 


"Any person who serves as a volunteer 


fireman must have had advanced first aid 
training," said Hoffman Estates Fire 
Chief Carl Seiko, "The law requires this." 


Last year the Hoffman Estates firemen 


answered $00 fire and ambulance calls, 
The department has 10 pieces of equip- 
ment at two fire stations, including four 
pumpers, a rescue squad, two ambu- 
lances, two station wagons and a snorkel 
truck. In addition to the fire station on 
Flagstaff Lane, the department has a sec- 
ond station in Highpoint on Hassell Road. 


During the day six regular firemen man 


the two fire stations, with volunteers 
ready for call if needed. At night, there 
are volunteer "sleepers" on duty to an- 
swer any fire call. Each volunteer draws 
a night tour about every six weeks, Selke 
said. 


"EVERY TRUCK has a mapboard that 


pinpoints the location of a fire," the chief 
said. "And we have the whole village 
zoned for fire protection," 


The Hoffman Estates Fire Protection 


District recently approved a group insur- 


ance program for all volunteers that pro- 
vides life insurance benefits of $5,000 per 
man. 


"This insurance protection will cover a 


man regardless of whether he is on duty 
as a volunteer fireman/' Chief Selke said. 


Every Hoffman Estates volunteer fire- 


man also belongs to the Firemen's Ben* 
evolent Association. The Volunteers pay 


dues of S2 per month for the benevolent 
fund. And any fireman who is sick or in* 
jured can receive up to $100 a week for 
two weeks to assist him during emer- 
gencies.

yesterday denied the village's motion to 
expunge the suit, thus making formal lita- 
gation unavoidable. 


The matter, whicb involves three special 


assessments for water, sewer and allied 
facilities in Howie-in-the Hills subdivision, 
has been hanging fire since last Decem- 
ber. 


When the Tfeamsters filed a petition, 


charging among other things public fund- 
ing of private contracts, a number of 
firms and individuals including former 
Village Atty. Peter Schulu were named in 
the petition, 


THE TEAMSTERS contend that much 


of the special assessment work had ac- 
tually been completed at the time the as- 
sessment and the accompanying construc- 
tion contract were awarded. They also 
claim that as mortgages they never ad- 
vised of the special assessment. 


The land involved, which totals about 


155 acres, is presently involved in fore- 
closure suits, Ronald J, Guild of Teitel- 
baum. Wolfberg, and Guild, attorney for 
the T e a m s t e r s , confirmed Judge 
McGillicuddy's decision in a 
telephone 


conversation with The Herald Monday af- 
ternoon. 


"This means that our petition stands 


and we plan to press for trial without im- 
necessary delay/* he said, Guild explained 
that all defendants named irj the suit must 
be given a reasonable time in which to file 
a response to the petition, 


Russell J> Topper, special counsel for 


the village, expressed disappointment over 
the decision and told The Herald he plans 
to make certain recommendations to local 
officials immediately.

A hive is a home for the queen, 60,000 


working bees and about 3,000 drones or 
male bees. The eggs are laid in an arti- 
ficial "comb/' a wood frame with wires 
and a thin layer of wa*> Some in- 
dentations in the wax hold the eggs and 
the bees use the rest to store honey, keep- 
ing the trays meticulously clean at all 
times 


May "plays it safe" when working and 


usually wears a hat and "smokes" the 
hives first to calm the insects. When re- 
moving trays of honey, a blower is used to 
evacuate the thousands of bees inside. 


JUNE 15 to July 15 is the prime honey 


season, but the supply continues until Oc- 
tober when (he bees become dormant. 
May said they gather in a cluster, which 
contracts in cold weather, and "stay put" 
for five months. Bees born in August can

Schlicfcman,

boxes for the surplus honey that bees will gather during 
the summer months. 


Man Who Won't Split with His Honey 


Hul May, owner of one of the largest 


commercial bt^hivcs in the state, gets 
stung 10 times a day with no ill effect. But 
hc> cautions other residents to treat hoes in 
tlu*ir gardens with respect, particularly 
after a siege of rain. 


The operator of UM> beehives through* 


otit the suburbs which supply honey io 
small chain store*, bakeries and fruit 
stands, May recommends the "keep calm 
and walk away" method of dealing with 
hees. His wife, sensitive to the venom, 
lands in the hospital with each sting and 
May says many other individuals may suf- 
fer the same way. 


Hees fto die after they sting, hut since 


a hee born during the summer has a Ijfc 
span of only three weeks, this may not he 
much r>f a deterrent. May stresses that 
the first order of business Is to remove the 
"stinger." 


May, a serious man in love with his 


work, began working with bees in his 
teens when he assisted his father with the 


hives. After 20 years he still '"can't wait to 
get to the bees each spring/* 


GEORGE MAY & Son Honey Farms has 


its headquarters

Heights home, He considers himself "a 
farmer who happens to Jive in a residen- 
tial area'* and spends six months of the 
year visiting the hives scattered in 45 lo- 
cations. 


The red-haired beekeeper takes only 


"extra" honey from each hive for process 
and sale. Of each 900 pounds, the bees 
keep BOO for themselves and their young, 


The insects work constantly during the 


season bringing honey to the hives. "After 
three weeks, making 12 trips a day, their 
wings are torn and frayed and they are 
exhausted, But they are so happy when 
they work that they hum," May said, 


When the bees fiJl the basic hives at 


each location* May adds trays for the sur- 
plus honey. In its original state from dan- 
delions and clover, honey is watery, The 
bees "cure" it by fanning the substance

May brings these to his plant in Ma-

The 
beeswax is later sold to cosmetics firms, 


HE EMPHASIZES that the bees are 


smart. "They learn to go miles from the 
hive in all directions by circling the area 
gradually until their sense of direction is 
defined/' They also "dance" to show the 
others where nectar can be found. 


The queen bee usually lives for three 


years, but May just purchased 300 of them 
to make up for losses and to start new 
hives- When a hive is overcrowded* the 
bees will swarm away. To prevent losing 
them, he establishes new quarters and 
adds a queen, 


A hive is a home for the queen, 60,000 


working bees and about 3,000 drones or 
male bees, The eggs are laid ID an arti- 
ficial "comb/1 a wood frame with wires 
and a thin layer of wax. Some in- 
dentations in the wax hold the eggs and 
the bees use the rest to store honey, keep- 
ing the trays meticulously clean at all 
times. 


May "plays it safe" when working and 


usually wears a hat and "smokes'1 the 
hives first to calm the insects. When re- 
moving trays of honey, a blower is used to 
evacuate the thousands of bees inside. 


JUNE 15 to July 15 is the prime honey 


season, but the supply continues until Oc- 
tober when the bees become dormant. 
May said they gather in a cluster, which 
contracts in cold weather, and "stay put" 
for five months, Bees born in August can

THE BILL SETS up rules under which 


individuals, firms, or corporations may 
object to annexation, and allows for dis- 
connection of annexed territory if a mu- 
nicipality neglects to furnish services. 


It was amended in the House by its 


s p o n s o r , Rep, Eugene Schlicknian, 
ft-Arlington Heights, to exempt areas such 
as Prospect Heights, which is one of the 
largest unincorporated sections in the 
state.

south must pay a nonresidents fee of $7,50, 


Mrs, Robert Lust, president of the Pros- 


pect Heights Library Board, says the 
North Suburban Library System has been 
trying to encourage those without library 
service lo join an existing library system.

If the residents of the incorporated area 


came into the Prospect Heights library 
system they would pay taxes to the Pros- 
pect Heights library. 


The additional tax income would enable 


the Prospect Heights Library to increase 
its service, 


The $7,50 nonresident fee is approxi- 


mately what Prospect Heights home- 
owners now pay for library service, 


UNDER ILLINOIS law, the North Sub- 


urban Library System, a joint agency of 
the State of Illinois and the local libraries 
in northeastern Illinois, is responsible for 
ultimately developing locally supported li- 
brary service for every resident of the 
System's area. 


Currently an estimated 15 per cent of 


northern Cook, eastern Lake, and north- 
eastern Kane counties, the counties in the 
System, do not have local public library 
service. 


The system's policy is to encourage the 


development of local library service to 
this unserved population by the extension 
of service from the existing libraries. Fi- 
nancial support of such service would 
come from the residents of areas receiv- 
ing the service. 


TO ASSIST IN planning for the possible 


extension of service, each local library 
and the System, attempted to define the 
library's natural service zone, thus plac- 
ng the eastern unincorporated area with- 
in the Prospect Heights jurisdiction.

Harper and rts chief spokesmen to pay the 
two teachers court costs, 1100,000 in com- 
pensatory damages, $100,000 in exemplary 
damages, and ^permanently enjoin" the 
college from dropping their contracts. 


llie suit charges that 'lfa]$e" remarks 


made "maliciously1' by Lahti and Johnson 
have made it impossible for the two teach- 
ers to get other employment, 


The suit was filed by the law firm of 


Wexler, Kane and Rosenzweig for former 
Harper teachers Edward M, Kalisb of 


Mount Prospect and Betty Enbysk of 
Schaumburg. 


Ellis Rosenzweig said the IB-page com- 


plaint wraps into one package the major 
charges the two teachers cited earlier in 
their letter giving notice of intent to file 
suit.

Teachers File Suit 


Harper Junior College's two dissident 


teachers filed suit yesterday against the 
college in U.S. District Court, charging de- 
famation and vioiation of their civil rights. 


The suit asks the federal court to order 


Harper and its chief spokesmen to pay the 
two teachers court costs, $100,000 in com- 
pensatory damages, 1100,000 in exemplary 
damages, and "permanently enjoin*1 the 
college from dropping their contracts, 


The suit charges that "false" remarks 


made "maliciously1" by Lahti and Johnson 
have made it impossible for the two teach- 
ers to get other employment. 


The suit was filed by the law firm of 


Wexler, Kane and Rosenzweig for former 
Harper teachers Edward M+ Kalish of 
Mount Prospect and 
Betty Enbysk of 


Schaumburg. 


Ellis Rosenzweig said the 18-page com- 


plaint wraps into one package the major 
charges the two teachers cited earlier in 
their Letter giving notice of intent to file 
MILL It charges, he said, that: 
-College officials "interfered with Kah*h 
and Dr Enbysk's rights of free speech." 


-College officials "interfered with their 


rights of contract*'^ 


—* 'Defamatory statements were made'' 


about the two by Harper Pres. Robert 
Lahti and Board Chairman Richard L* 
Johnson 


The suit also charges Hial the real rea- 


son why Kalish and Dr. Enbysk are not 
being rchired is because they chose *'to 
exercise their freedom of speech and as- 
sembly as duly elected members of the 
Faculty Senate.

Back Bond Ceiling Bill 


The Mount Prospect Park Board will 


support the passage of an Illinois state hill 
lo increase the ceiling on the interest rate 
for park district bonds from 5 per cent to 
7 per cent, 


Park district Ally. William Ward sug- 


gested that the board draft a formal letter 
endorsing tlie bill since its passage would 
benefit the park in selling the bonds to 
finance their S2.*l million referendum. 


The present statute stipulates that a 


park district may not sell bonds for more 
than a 5 per cent interest rate 


The current interest rate on the bond 


market is 537 per cent and without pas- 


sage of the bill the sate of park district 
bonds is at a standstill 


SWIFT PASSAGE OF the bill would 


benefit the Mount Prospect Park District 
in that it would be able to sell the bonds 
necessary to finance its referendum with- 
out another considerable delay in realizing 
its park Improvement and development 
plans. 


The park board signed final contracts 


with Kessler, Merci, Bronkhorst and Loch- 
tier Inc., a Chicago architectural and engi- 
neering firm, to handle all the park plans 
as outlined by the referendum, 


The firm will submit final drawings on 


the park sites and the improvements for 


the Kopp Park swimming pool and Lions 
Park Community Center. 


The park commissioners also discussed 


the preliminary arrangements with the 
Rock Road Construction Co. for 
ex- 


cavating the West Park lake and retention 
basin. The park district is in no position to 
negotiate any contract regarding the ex- 
cavation since the purchase of the west 
park site has been purchased from Salva- 
tore DiMucci, a local builder. 


Purchase of the property is pending a 


decision from the Mount Prospect Village 
Board to swap the park site for rexomng 
classification for DiMucci. A decision is 
expected by May 26.

trict were to make 12-month contracts 
available with a beginning salary at $»,- 
200t and loft the option of a 10-month con- 
tract at $6,900. the proposal would be ac- 
ceptable to teachers, 


Teachers currently work under iQ-monLh 


contracts on a scale that begins at $^300\ 
The board of education was willing to in- 
crease thai base to $6,m an offer unac- 
ceptable to the teachers, 


But if teachers were hired for a full 12 


months, and were paid on the same scale 
projected to include the additional sum- 
mer months, the base salary would be 
close to $8,200.

Wexler, Kane and Rosenzweig for former 
Harper teachers Edward M> Kalish of 
Mount Prospect and Betty Enbysk 
of

The Mount Prospect Park Board will 


support the passage of an Illinois state bill 
to increase the ceiling on the interest rate 
for park district bonds from 5 per cent to 
7 per cent. 


Park district Atty> William Ward sug- 


gested that the board draft a formal letter 
endorsing the bill since its passage would 
benefit the park in selling the bonds to 
finance their S2.*l million referendum. 


The present statute stipulates that a 


park district may not sell bonds for more 
than a 5 per cent interest rate, 


The current interest rate on the bond 


market is 5,37 per cent and without pas- 


sage of the bill the sale of park district 
bonds is at a standstill. 


SWIFT PASSAGE OF the bill would 


benefit the Mount Prospect Park District 
in Lhat it would be able to sell the bonds 
necessary to finance its referendum with- 
out another considerable delay in realizing 
its park improvement and development 
plans. 


The park board signed final contracts 


with Ke&sler, Merci, Bronkhorst and Loch- 
ner Inc., a Chicago architectural and engi- 
neering firm, to handle all the park plans 
as outlined by the referendum. 


The firm will submit final drawings on 


the park sites and the improvements for 


the Kopp Park swimming pool and Lions 
Park Community Center. 


The park commissioners also discussed 


the preliminary arrangements with the 
Rock Road Construction Co. for ex- 
cavating the West Park lake and retention 
basin. The park district is in no position to 
negotiate any contract regarding the ex- 
cavation since the purchase of the west 
park site has been purchased from Salva- 
tore DiMucci, a local builder, 


Purchase of the property is pending a 


decision from the Mount Prospect Village 
Board to swap the park site for rezoning 
classification for DiMucci. A decision is 
expected by May 26,

The latter amount may be 
picked up by Elk Grove Township funds 
provided those funds are released by the 
Elk Grove Township Youth Commission. 


Board Pres Harry Hanson assured the 


board that the funds would be released. 
He said he had talked to members of the 
board of auditors, who told him the funds 
would be allowed without restrictions, But 
he suggested the board also approach 
Wheeling Township for funds.

The suit was filed by the law firm of

Harper teachers Edward M, Kalish of 
Mount Prospect and Betty Enbysk of

A hive is a home for the queen, 60,000 


working bees and about 3,000 drones or 
male bees. The eggs are laid in an arti- 
ficial "comb/' a wood frame with wires 
and a thin layer 
of wax, Some in- 


dentations in the wax hold the eggs and 
the bees use the rest to store honey, keep- 
ing the trays meticulously clean at all 
times. 


May "plays it safe1* when working and 


usually wears a hat and "smokes1' the 
hives first to calm the insects. When re- 
moving trays of honey, a blower is used to 
evacuate the thousands of bees inside, 


JUNE 15 to July 15 is the prime honey 


season, but the supply continues until Oc- 
tober when the bees become dormant, 
May said they gather in a cluster, which 
contracts in cold weather, and "stay put" 
for five months. Bees born in August can 
survive the winter, though he loses many 
from starvation. 


The honey also serves as **renV* at 30 oE 


the locations, as May swaps it For use of 
the land, Other hives yield income as bees 
pollinate cucumber fields to increase the 
crop. 


He looks forward to many more years of 


work with the bees, When asked If anyone 
ever tried to circumvent the insects and 
extract the honey directly from flowers, 
he emphatically says "no<"

college in I" S. District Court, charging de- 
famation and violation of their civil rights. 


The suit asks the federal court to order 


Harper and its chief spokesmen to pay the 
two teachers court costs. $100.000 in com- 
pensatory damages. $100.000 in exemplary 
damage-), and "permanently enjoin" the 
college from dropping their contracts 


The suit charges thai "false" remarks 


made "maliciously" by Lahti and Johnson 
have made it impossible for the two teach- 
ers to get other employment 


The suit was filed by the law firm of 


Wexler. Kane and Rosenzweig for former 
Harper teachers Edward M. Kalish of 
Mount Prospect and 
Betty 
Enbysk of 


Schaumburg 


Ellis Rosenzweig said the 18-page com- 


plaint wraps into one package the major 
charges the two teachers cited earlier :n 
their letter giving notice of intent to file 
suit It charges, he said, that: 


—College officials "interfered with Kalish 
and Dr. Enbysk's rights of free speech." 


—College officials "interfered with their 


rights of contract." 


—"Defamatory statements were made" 


about the two by Harper Pres. Robert 
Lahti and Board Chairman Richard L. 
Johnson. 


The suit also charges that the real rea- 


son why Kalish and Dr. Enbysk are not 
being rehired is because they chose "to 
exercise their freedom of speech and as- 
sembly as duly elected members of the 
Faculty Senate. 


THE NEXT MOVE will be up to the 


college board and its attorney, Frank 
Hines of Elk Grove Village. Hines de- 
clined to comment on what that move will 
be. 


"I'd rather wait until I see the com- 


plaint and have a chance to study the 
matter," he told the Herald. "When I feel 
it is proper for me to make a statement, I 
will." 


Ministers Nix Sex

Rev Paul Lindstrom of "Remember the 


Pueblo" fame has entered the sex educa- 
tion controversy in Elementary School 
Dist 21. 


Opposition to the sex education and fam- 


ily living program in Dist. 21 schools was 
voiced Monday in a statement signed by 
six area ministers, including Lindstrom. A 
ba.sic reason for the opposition is that the 
program, "violates the religious faith of 
conscientious parents and children." 


"We plan to give this letter the widest 


dissemination possible," Reverend Lind- 
strom. of the Church of Christian Liberty, 
told the Herald. "I've talked with seven or 
eight other ministers in the area and they 
seem favorably inclined to sign it." 


Louis A. Maple, Roger L. McManus, 


Philip E. Peterson, Edward J. Morgan 
and Roger Alan Creamer, have signed the 
statement, in addition to Reverend Lind- 
strom. 


The group said it rejected "the stated 


theory that 'too great a percentage of the 
population' of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
are pagan and that therefore 'new ways of 
teaching sex education and morality' must 
be compulsory upon all." 


THK MINISTERS were referring to a 


parent newsletter from the Dist. 21 admin- 
istration which quoted a statement from 
the Illinois Guidance and Personnel Asso- 
ciation's (IGPA) Conference on Sex Edu- 
cation, held in 1966. 


As relater1 in the newsletter, the IGPA 


conference stated one reason for imple- 
menting sex education programs in the 
schools, was because "the moral code of 
the Hebrew-Christian tradition is no long- 
er totally adequate in sex education, be- 
cause too great a percentage of the popu- 
lation docs not tmbrace the faith. There- 
fore, new ways of teaching sex education 
and morality must stem from the home 
and school." 


The IGPA conference statement contin- 


ued, "At their convention in Chicago in 
September, 1966, the Catholic, nonsecta- 
rian, and the medical branch of guidance 
personnel stated that, 'Sex is everybody's 
business — every teacher, parent and 
counselor, as well as the church's respon- 
sibility and that it should be a progressive 
program, K-12, that encompasses family 
life and moral responsibility as well as 
growth and development.' " 


IN REBUTTAL, the ministers centered 


on the first portion of the above state- 
ment. "Building a 'family living' course 
upon a 'new' foundation other than the 
Hebrew-Christian foundation is a 
false 


foundation and a false teaching," they 
claimed. 


"The use of the word 'pagan' is their 


o w n , 
not 
that 
of the 
school 
ad- 


ministration," countered Kenneth Gill, su- 
perintendent of Dist. 21 schools. "They are 
entitled to their own opinion, but hundreds 
of area parents are in favor of this pro- 
gram and want it continued," Gill said. 


"We are not trying to fill a void left by 


the home and church, but to supplement 
these groups," he said. 


Other objections to the family living 


program cited by the ministers are that 
there is evidence that the programs dam- 
age children and that no statistical proof 
has been offered to the community that 
such programs improve merals and re- 
duce delinquency. 


"The 'family living' courses will have 


an undermining effect in the home and 
weaken parental authority rather than 
strengthen it as claimed," the statement 
reads. "The new material is purposely so 
integrated into many other courses that no 
parent can ever keep their children from 
it 
without complete 
withdrawal 
from 


school." 


THE MINISTERS further stated that 


the programs are "too much" in grades 
five through eight and "too soon" in 
grades kindergarten through four. "Much 
of it is a waste of good time that should 
be given to proper education," the state- 
ment reads. 


"The program intrudes upon the respon- 


sibilities and privileges of the home and 
church," the statement says. 
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The suit is the latest step in Kalish and 


Dr. Enbysk's attempts to counter the col- 
lege's decision not to rehire them next 
year. 


After the two were notified in mid-De- 


cember that their contracts would be pick- 
ed up next year, Kalish charged that the 
decision was based on the fact that they 
had exercised their rights of academic 
freedom to comment on matters affecting 
the college. The complaint was made to 
the Harper Faculty Senate, in which both 
teachers were active.
